The reply filed 6/26/06 is not fully responsive to the communication mailed 6/22/05 for the reasons set forth below. 



The reply filed on 6/26/06 cancelled claims 1-9 and added new claims 10-21. New claims 1 9-2 1 , drawn to a nucleic acid, a 
vector, a host cell and a method for treating proliferative diseases using the host cell, are directed to inventions that are independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed, which is drawn to an antibody. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, new claims 19-21 will be withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to anon-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
